AGRICULTUPAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM. 

Under  the  Ad^riculture.l  Conservation  Prograjc,  associations  of  farmers, 
knov.u  as  county  agricultural  conservation  associations,  have  "been  organized 
in  all  agricultural  counties  of  the  United  States.  Through  these  associa¬ 
tions,  the  farmers  cooperate  in  carr;yung  out  the  Agricultural  Conser'ration 
Program.  Each  association  elects  a  treasurer  to  whom  funds  for  the  adminis¬ 
trative  expenses  of  the  county  association  are  sent.  The  treasurer  disburses 
such  funds  in  accordance  with  statements  of  expenses  certified  to  him  "by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  association,  and  makes  an  acccuntirig  to  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  for  such  funds  in  the  form  of  individ¬ 
ual  receipts  signed  “by  persons  to  whom  payment  has  been  made. 

Each  association  treasurer  executes  with  a  Surety  Company,  approved  hy 
the  Treasury  Department,  a  bond  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Agricultural  Ad¬ 
justment  Administration  in  an  amount  deemed  sufficient  fo  give  protection  to 
tne  association  and  the  United  States  with  respect  to  funds  handled  by  the 
association  treasurer. 

Perm  AGP- 15,  Bond  of  Treasurer  of  County  Agricultural  Conservation 
Association,  is  used  by  all  association  treasurers  except  those  in  the 
Sou  tne  rn  Rogion  v/liich  is  made  up  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Ala¬ 
bama,  Mississippi,  Aifeansas,  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas. 

The  association  treasurer,  as  principal,  is  authorized  to  file  an 
application  for  a  bond  with  a  Surety  agent  vdthout  supporting  such  request 
by  a  letter  of  authorization  from  the  Regional  Division  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  or  the  State  Office  of  the  Agricultural  ConsGia’'a- 
tion  Program.  The  premium  on  such  bond  is  considered  as  a  just  expense  of 
the  county  agricultural  conservation  association  and  is  claimed  on  the 
Statement  of  Expenses  of  such  association  and  paid  by  funds  transmitted  to 
tiie  association  treasurer  for  association  expenses. 

After  Bond  Form  ACP-15  has  been  executed  by  the  Principal  and  the 
Surety,  it  is  examined  by  the  association  secretary  and  president  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  president  and  forwarded  to  the  State  Agricultural  Conservation 
Office.  'The  State  Agricultural  Conservation  Office  examines  the  bond  for 
completeness  and  correctness  a.nd,  when  found  satisfactory,  f orv/ards  it  to  the 
appr'Opriate  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  in 
Washington,  The  bond  is  then  forwarded  to  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department 
of  A^viculturc  who  examines  it  for  legal  s^uf ficiency  and  verifies  the  name  of 
the  Rarety  and  the  Surety  agent  with  the  S'orety  Bond  Section  of  the  Treasury 
Department  to  make  certain  that  the  Surety  is  on  the  approved  list  and  that 
the  atgent  signing  for  the  Surety  has  the  necessary  authorization  on  file.  In 
cases  involving  agents  whose  authorization  is  questioned,  the  Solicitor’s 
Office  corresponds  directly  with  the  home  office  of  the  Surety  Con^^any. 


Tflien  the  hond  has  heen  approved  by  the  Regional  Division  and  the 
Solicitor's  Office,  the  State  and  Copinty  offices  are  notified. 

Bond.  Rorm  ACP-15  is  continuous  in  form  and  requires  no  verification  on 
the  part  of  either  Surety  or' Principal  to  continue  it  in  effect  heyond  the 
first  year.  TiThen  it  is  deternined  hy  the  Regional  Division  that  a  treasurer's 
Pond  is  no  longer  required,  a  notice  to  that  effect  on  form  ACP-38  vdll  he 
forwarded  to  the  surety,  the  State  Office,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  associa¬ 
tion.  The 'surety  should  notify  the  agent  vfho  executed  the  bond  of  the  effec¬ 
tive  date  of  such  notice.  In  the  event  that  correspondence  relating  to  termina¬ 
tion  of  liability  on  Ponds  is  received  Py  the  Surety  from  the  principal,  any 
other  officer  of  a  county  association,  or  the  State  Agricultural  Conservation 
Office,  such  correspondence  should  Pe  referred  to  the  Regional  Division  in 
Washington,  as ■ the  principal,  other  association  officials,  and  the  State 
Agricultural  Conservation  Offices  are  without  authority  to  issue  Rorm  ACP-38 
or  any  other  notice  of  release  of  liaPility. 

In  the  event  that,  it  is  found  necessary  to  increase  the  penalty  of 
the  Pond,  Rider  Ro.  1  to  Rorm  ACP-15  will  Pe  furnished  to  the  Surety  Agent 
Py  the  Principal,  the  association  secietary,  or  the  State  Office.  Ihe  State 
Office  is  authorized  to  require  the  execution  of  such  Rider  when  found 
necessary.  Wherever  practicable,  Increase  Riders  will  'be  executed  on  anni¬ 
versary  dates  of  ponds. 

In  the  event  that  it  is  found  that  the  penalty  of  any  Pond  is  in 
excess  of  association  require.raents,  the  State  Office  or  the  Regional  Divi¬ 
sion  will  request  the  Surety  agent  to  execute  Rider  ITo,  2  to  Bond  Rorm  ACP-15 
decrea^ng  such  penalty.  No  requests  for  Rider  Po.2  when  received  f'rom  the 
Principal,  some  other  association  official,  or  the  county  agent,  should  Pe 
granted  unless  supported  Py  a  letter  from  the  Regional  Division  or  the  State 
Office  authorizing  such  decrease. 

In  all  cases  whore  it  Pecomes  necessary  to  change  the  name  of  a 
Principal  due  to  change  of  marital  status  or  other  Cause,  Rider  No.  3  to  Bond 
Rorm  A.CP-15  v;ill  Pe  furnished  to  the  Su.rety  Agent  Py  the  county  association 
and  will  Pe  executed  Py  the  Principal  and  the  Surety.  A  request  for  the 
execution  of  such  Rider  does  not  require  a  memorandum  of  approval  from  the 
Regional  Division  or  the  State  Office. 

All  questions  relating  to  policy  vutPi  respect  to  Piandling  all  Pond 
forms  may  Pe  addressed  to  the  PL.egional  Division.  Correspondence  with  respect 
to  Rorm  ACP-38  and  termination  of  liaPility  under  Ponds  spiould  also  Pe 
addressed  to  the  Regional  Division, 

It  is  requested  that  all  correspondence  relating  to  i^ndividual  cases 
involving  execution  of  Bond  Rorm  ACP-15,  and  Riders  No,  1,  No.  2, and  No,  3 
to  such  form,  except  replies  to  correspondence  initiated  Py  the  Regional 
Division  or  the  Solicitor's  Office  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Pe  addressed  to  the  State  Agricultural  Conservation  Office.  Ror 
convenience  a  list  of  such  offices  is  attached.
